From  The  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Kertzer 

AT  a  recent  Conference  on  Education 
sponsored  by  the  Rabbinical  As¬ 
sembly,  one  of  our  leading  educators 
spoke  about  the  difficulty  of  transmitting 
an  enthusiasm  for  Judaism  and  the  Jew¬ 
ish  heritage  when  the  teacher  and  parent 
have  none  of  it.  He  quoted  the  story  of 
Samuel  Johnson  who  once  said  of  music: 
“Of  all  the  noises  in  the  world,  I  have 
found  music  to  be  the  least  disagree¬ 
able.”  One  doubts  if  Dr.  Johnson  would 
infect  many  of  his  disciples  with  a  love 
for  music.  I  was  reminded  of  this  story 
at  the  last  meeting  of  our  Parents’  Asso¬ 
ciation  when,  in  response  to  Rabbi  Stein¬ 
berg’s  brilliant  analysis  of  problems  con¬ 
fronting  the  Jewish  parents  in  giving 
their  children  a  healthy-minded  attitude 
towards  God  and  the  Bible,  many  par¬ 
ents  asked  the  obvious  question  “How 
can  we  communicate  ideas  and  ideals 
to  our  children  unless  we  are  at  home  in 
them  ourselves?” 

The  answer  lies  not  in  a  general  pro¬ 
gram  of  adult  education  but  in  a  specific 
program  of  parent  education.  Several 
schools  require  the  parents  of  the  con¬ 
firmation  class  to  attend  a  parallel  class 
as  faithfully  and  regularly  as  their  child¬ 
ren.  Dr.  Ira  Eisenstein  of  the  Society  for 
Advancement  of  Judaism  has  a  similar 
intensive  program  of  parent  education. 

I  think  that  it  is  not  unfair  for  the  Re¬ 
ligious  School  to  say  to  the  parent  who 
presents  his  child  for  registration:  “We 
are  not  baale  ties,  miracle  workers,  we 
cannot  possibly  convey  to  your  child  an 
age-long  heritage  unless  he  finds  in  his

home  the  congenial  atmosphere  for  his 
newly  discovered  ideas  and  values.  The 
business  of  educating  your  child  is  a 
partnership  — a  school-parent  partner¬ 
ship;  unless  you  are  ready  to  equip  your¬ 
self  for  your  role  in  that  process,  we  are 
not  ready  to  enter  into  the  partnership.” 

Of  course,  this  is  obviously  an  extreme 
position.  And  yet  I  think  that  neither  an 
impractical  one  nor  an  unfair  demand 
upon  parents  who  are  sincere  in  their 
desire  for  adequate  Jewish  training  for 
their  children. 

Let  me  suggest  this  as  a  compromise. 
The  Parents'  Association  should  plan  to 
inaugurate  next  year  an  ambitious  pro¬ 
gram  of  courses  that  would  be  taken 
seriously  and  attended  faithfully.  When 
the  day  comes  when  every  mother  is  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  school  we  may  well  deserve 
the  title  of  baale  ties,  miracle  workers  of 
our  generation.

Products  of  Expert  Craftsmen 

Although  the  first  boatload  of  handi¬ 
craft  objects,  similar  to  those  now  on 
display,  was  confiscated  en  route  by  the 
Egyptian  government,  another  shipment 
managed  to  reach  this  country  before 
hostilities  broke  out  in  the  new  state  of 
Israel.  Future  imports  of  this  type  await 
the  return  of  peace. 

Those  responsible  for  the  manufacture 
of  handicraft  in  Israel  are  expert  crafts¬ 
men  who  learned  their  trade  in  the  great 
European  pottery  centers.  The  promo¬ 
tion  of  the  work  of  these  craftsmen  is 
sponsored  by  Palestine  Arts  and  Crafts 
Agency.

Religious  Training  Is 

Theme  of  Rabbi's  Talk 

The  Parents''  Association  was  priv¬ 
ileged  to  have  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg 
as  guest  speaker  at  one  of  their  recent 
meetings.  In  developing  his  topic,  “God, 
the  Bible  and  Your  Child”,  Rabbi  Stein¬ 
berg  immeasurably  enriched  the  spiritual 
concepts  of  the  parents.  At  the  same 
time,  with  characteristic  clarity  and  sim¬ 
plicity,  he  related  the  concepts  of  God 
and  the  Bible  to  the  understanding  of  the 
child  at  varying  age  levels. 

Rabbi  Steinberg  revealed  that  the 
philosophy  of  the  Congregation  is  ex¬ 
plained  to  the  teachers,  and  that  while 
they  are  free  to  impart  their  own  ideals 
and  precepts,  they  are  nevertheless  asked 
to  present  the  concepts  of  Reconstruc¬ 
tionist  teachings,  which  state,  basically, 
that  Judaism  is  an  evolving  religion.  In 
developing  his  theme,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
had  anticipated  many  of  the  perplexing 
problems  which  confront  parents  in  the 
religious  and  spiritual  guidance  of  their 
children.

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Men’s  Club  Hears 
Mrs.  Jacoby  on  China 


On  Tuesday  evening,  January  18th, 
the  Men’s  Club  had  an  enjoyable  meet¬ 
ing  at  which  the  guest  speaker  was  Mrs. 
Annalee  Jacoby.  Well-known  foreign 
correspondent  and  co-author  of  the  best¬ 
seller  “Thunder  Over  China,”  she  pre¬ 
sented  a  most  interesting  talk  on  the 
topic  “Is  China  Behind  The  Iron  Curtain 
— What  Should  Be  Our  Policy  Towards 
China?” 

Mrs.  Jacoby,  who  spent  several  years 
in  China  and  who  knows  first-hand  the 
principal  personalities  involved  as  well 
as  the  many  problems  present,  feels  that 
China  has  now  become  an  insoluble 
problem.  There  is  nothing  that  the 
United  States  can  do  now  which  will 
affect  the  surging  rise  of  Coimnunist 
successes. 

Inasmuch  as  the  China  situation  is  a 
fait  accompli,  Mrs.  Jacoby  urges  support 
for  the  world  federalist  movement.  This, 
she  feels,  is  the  only  salvation  today; 
the  only  way  to  prevent  situations  sim¬ 
ilar  to  the  China  problem  from  occuring 
again.  She  feels  that  only  by  strongly 
striving  for  peace  and  by  actually  giving 
up  to  a  world  organization  as  the  UN 
the  sovereign  right  of  making  war  can 
a  world  peace  be  achieved. 

Adopt  Jewish  Community  at 
"Levittown"  Project 

The  Men’s  Club  meeting  was  held 
prior  to  Mrs.  Jacoby’s  talk.  President 
Victor  Herwitz  reported  on  the  activities 
of  the  Executive  Board  and  specifically 
brought  up  for  discussion  a  proposed 
project  which  the  group  could  adopt. 
This  project  which  was  ratified  at  the 
meeting  for  further  investigation  is  that 
the  Men’s  Club  adopt  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity  of  Levittown  on  Long  Island. 
This  would  mean  helping  them  to  organ¬ 
ize  properly,  aiding  them  financially,  or 
any  other  ways  which  might  be  possible. 

Mr.  Archie  Thurman,  the  Chairman 
of  the  theatre  party,  reported  that  despite 
poor  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  mem¬ 
bership,  a  profit  of  slightly  over  $1,000 
was  realized.  However,  had  the  proper 
support  been  given  this  function,  a  bet¬ 
ter  fund  would  be  available  for  any  pro¬ 
ject  decided  upon.

Israel  and  the  Nations 

“The  Jew  has  made  a  marvellous  fight 
in  this  world,  in  all  the  ages;  and  has 
done  it  with  his  hands  tied  behind  him. 
The  Egyptian,  the  Babylonian,  and  the 
Persian  rose,  filled  the  planet  with  sound 
and  splendour,  then  faded  to  dreamstuff 
and  passed  away;  the  Greek  and  the 
Roman  followed,  and  made  a  vast  noise, 
and  they  are  gone;  other  peoples  have 
sprung  up  and  held  their  torch  high  for 
a  time,  but  it  burned  out,  and  they  sit  in 
twilight  now,  or  have  vanished.  The  Jew 
saw  them  all,  beat  them  all,  and  is  now 
what  he  always  was,  exhibiting  no  deca¬ 
dence,  no  infirmities  of  age,  no  weaken¬ 
ing  of  his  parts,  no  slowing  of  his  ener¬ 
gies,  no  dulling  of  his  alert  and  aggres¬ 
sive  mind.”
